The regulations 
time, however, were effect only for period from 
one six months. Although 1917-18 manufacturers were 
able obtain paper, ink, and binding materials, was 
prices sometimes four times normal, and there were narrow 
restrictions upon their use. late September, 1918, the 
War Industries Board issued definite control regulations for 
the manufacture book paper. But two months the war 
was over, and soon after the restrictions were withdrawn. 

Higher production costs, due wage increases and scarcity 
supplies even high prices, confront now they did 
1918. But the 1941 picture complicated even 
stronger tendency toward government control and regulation.

With the paper industry utilizing not less than 3,000,000 
carloads paper year, the American Paper Pulp Ass’n 
has issued suggestions minimize any danger freight 
car shortage the present crisis.

sales departments and customers are asked cooperate the 
same end. Another suggestion avoid the use 
storage, loading outgoing and unloading incoming cars 
soon 

One additional ton every car means the equivalent 
40,000 more cars; day’s saving turn-around 
equivalent 100,000 cars. improvement 10% the 
utility and release cars the industry would increase the 
supply 300,000 cars annually. The results would more 
effective than the building new cars, the association asserts.

BMI lays plans ease the way for book 
manufacturers under all-out defense 
program appoint coordinating 
committee under OPM regulations 


ERAL book manufacturers were among the 140 repre- 
sentatives the graphic arts industries who were 
called Washington the Paper and Pulp Branch 
the Office Production Management. They met 
nominate Printing and Publishing Committee 
division the Pulp and Paper Products Defense In- 
dustry Advisory Committee. The two other groups 
which had already nominated committees were (1) 
the paper, board, and pulp producers, and (2) the 
converters manufacturers paper products. 

For the printing and publishing committee, repre- 
senting all branches the graphic arts industries, 
names were proposed the nominating committee, and 
from these the government select 12. 

Thursday July special meeting the Book 
Manufacturers’ Institute was held the Hotel Com- 
modore, One purpose was lay the ground- 
work for the formation book manufacturing sub- 
committee act liaison between the book produc- 
tion industry and the general Printing and Publishing 
Committee. The other purpose the meeting—an all- 
day affair, with President Edmund Barnard the 
chair—was learn and discuss the war’s effect 
bookmaking supplies and production.

Philip McCullough, Priorities Division, OPM, “you 
may publishing books paper such you wouldn’t 
have your plant year ago!”

Metal priorities for machinery manufacturers are 
limited many cases their requirements for main- 
tenance and repair parts; new typesetting and printing 
equipment will become difficult obtain. 
steel wire for coiled bindings scarce, and the shortage 
casein will similarly affect the supply plastics for 
bindings. Straight steel wire and molybdenum steel 
wire are still available. 

“We are now race that simply must win,” 
Mr. McCullough declared. “This not just emer- 
gency for the month August, but all-out, long- 
time effort. will hit every phase our lives. 
The inconveniences have hardly commenced, but 
must bear them with smile.”

BOOKBINDING. DEMAND FOR BOOKS 
the present period our history, greatly exceeding 
that any former time, has had the effect bringing 
together trades which before were scattered, and 
supplying machinery that which was formerly ac- 
complished manual skill and dexterity. 

This the usual effect greatly increased demand: 
the conversion trades and individual occupations into 
manufactures; and although the production book 
handsomely bound cloth, with figured embossed 
cover, and gilt ornaments, and lettering, would seem 
depend for its production more upon individual skill 
than upon large and complicated machinery, yet here, 
many other cases, the manufacturer has, 
great extent, superseded the mechanic. 

Nearly all the trades subsidiary the production 
book have passed through similar mutations. The paper 
which printed longer made the slow 
and costly process moulding framing sheet 
time, but produced with wonderful rapidity means 
highly complex and ingenious machinery; the ink 
with which printed made vast quantities 
factories specially devoted that sole object; the 
boards which form its sides are distinct object 
manufacture; the cloth which covers brings into play 
textile machinery, the most elaborate the world; the 
printing press which works the copies especially 
adapted the steam engine, which sets motion 
with admirable speed and precision.

ours there nothing static, little that can escape change. 
One can undoubtedly name some long-established ideas, 
institutions, techniques which have waged valiant 
struggles, but for the most part their battles, though 
heroic, are vain and culminate their submitting 
the inevitable. 

From time time come across articles the 
daily press describing some art craft which has finally 
yielded machine process; yet sentimental though 
may feel, cannot fail think that oft-repeated 
phrase, “Time Marches On.” 

The bookbinding industry exception the 
general rule, and among the operations which long suc- 
cessfully resisted technological advance, find those 
lining and headbanding. not mean sug- 
gest that machine lining and headbanding have just 
been announced duly startled bookbinding world, 
but believe that, relatively, should 
classified the younger generation bookbinding 
equipment. 


decidedly not human 


Nor REASON that these machines were 
long being perfected, for order accomplish the 
varied functions required them, modern “Liners” 
many respects must almost human. viewing for 
the first time Lining-Up and Headbanding Machine 
operation, one immediately impressed with this 
fact. 

Yet, surprisingly enough, and contradictory 
may seem, the biggest point the machine’s favor 
that decidedly not human, and quite immune 
many man’s failings, notably inconsistency. For 
modern Lining-Up and Headbanding Machine, once 
set and properly adjusted handle particular job, 
will continue produce high quality and uniform work 
hour after hour. 

Take the gluing operation. With the machine prop- 
erly set, not case too much glue this book 
and too little that, but one where each and every 
book passing through the machine receives exactly the 
coating glue that the rollers are set carry. Here 
have uniformity that even the most skilled hand 
craftsman cannot hope match.

After 
the. book has been properly headed positioned the 
firmly held without being released until ultimately 
delivered the rear the machine. This import- 
ant feature, for eliminates any irregularities which 
might caused the book were clamped 
clamped several times. 

the machine moves the book into position, the first 
coating glue applied rubber roller which runs 
lengthwise over the back the book. Applying the 
adhesive this manner assures its being worked 
between the sections, giving added strength which can- 
not obtained when the glue applied across the 
back the book.

Founded 1923 its present 
owner, Louis Schwartz, and associate, the plant 
has grown into one the best-known and best-equipped 
publication, job, and newspaper plants the county. 
Since 1931, Schwartz has been editor and publisher 
the Garden City News, weekly, circulating that 
adjacent wealthy community. 

Judicious modernization machinery, and its careful 
arrangement for efficient production, have enabled the 
Davenport Press maintain healthy business year 
year out. Yet has salesmen other than careful 
attention detail, reputation for good work, and its 
newspaper contacts, many which have led printing 
orders. Its advertising confined fillers the 
columns the News. 


they’re kept busy 
THE Joss set, printed, and bound Daven- 
port Press are 24-page magazine, innumerable 
journals, programs, booklets and paper covered books, 
addition large volume office forms.
